clal.J—Automobile owners, as well as 
buyers, are to be hit hard by taxes 
adopted today by the house ways and 
means committee in framing the new 
$8,000,000,000 war revenue bill. — 
The committee agreed to an excise 
tax on the use of automobiles, to be 
levied in the form of an annual federal 
license tax. The tax will yield $126, 
000,000 annually. 
In addition to this, the committee 
also decided to levy a tax of 2 cents a 
gallon on gasoline. It is estimated the 
annual yield from this e 
$45,000,000. 


Ten Per Cent on Sales. 

The committee-yesterday voted to im- 
pose a 10 per cent tax oh the gross 
sales of automobiles. This, it is et- 
mated, will produce 670,000, 000 revénue 
annually. The total levy upon automo- 
biles, therefore, would be nearly $200,- 
000,000, exclusive of the gasoline tax. 

The new federal license tax would be 
levied upon the basis of the original 
cost of the machine. It would begin 
with a flat rate of §5 on motorcycles, 
On automobiles costing less than $600 
the tax would be $10; on those costing 
more than $600 but not over $750 the 
tax would be §15; on those costing more 


would be $20. From this point on an 
additional $10 would be added to the tax 
for every $500 up to $3,000 and $20 
additional for each 3500. Thus, the 
owner of a car costing $3,000 would 
have to pay $60 tax, while $140 woyld 
‘be levied ubom à car costing $6,000,

LONDON, July 31.—Speaking in the 
house of commons today, Arthur J. 
Balfour, the British foreign secretary, 
said that no enemy gover had 
approached the entente allies regard- 
ing negotiations for peace.

FOE ‘SUPERGUN’ 
LIKE STEEL MILL 


Fleeing Germans Took 
Barrels, Left Huge 
Machinery.

‘WITH THE AMERICAN ARMY, 
July 31.—In their advance in the re- 
gion of Fere-en-Tardenois, the Amer- 
icans have come upon the location of 
the two big cannon which Germany 
used against France. I. went, to see 
one of these emplacements yesterday 
up in the Bois de Chatelet near Brecy. 
It lay near the highway from Brecy to 
Epieds in a neck of the woods a hun- 
dred yards off the railroad running 
south from Fere-en-Tardenois. 

The whole business looked more like 
a Pittsburgh steel mill than anything 
else. From the railroad ran a ewitch 
which branched into three lines run- 
ning into the woods. One of these 
branchés ran straight into a pit about 
forty feet across and fifteen feet deep. 
while the others ran to either side. 
Filling the pit was a steel cylinder of 
complicated construction, thirty-one 
feet across and some twenty feet deep. 

Moves en Ball Bearings. 

“Atop this great drum was a rotary 
gun carriage moved by massive ma- 
chinery and moving on ball bearings, 
each ball being ten inches in diameter. 

The drum was made of armor plate 
steel an inch and one-half in thickness 
and in sections to each of which were 
attached big hooks for the derrick to 
lift by. The whole thing was in sec- 
tions which were bolted together with 
bolts one inch in diameter,

Had Tried to Destroy It. 
The maximum range is not known, 
“but guns of this type shot up districts 
at ranges of thirty and forty miles 
away. The only inscription was “Fried 
Krupp Magdeburg.” The Germans 
had taken away many of the bolts of 
the gun carriage, but had not been 
able to get itaway. Four spots showed 
where an effort had been made to de- 
stroy the gun carriage, but little dam- 
age was done, 

Near by in 4 large machine shop 
were many tools to Keep the gun in or- 
der, On every side of tlie gun were dug: 
outs thirty feet It is not known 
whether the gun was fired by’ gunners

American shells had struck; but doing 
practically no damage. 
Getting Technical Details. 

The technical details of this roost 
of the world’s greatest type ot gun 
which are being prepared today will 
doubtless be n to the history 
of this War.

» WITH THE AMERICAN ARMY IN 
FRANCB, July 31.—It has become ap- 
parent in the last twenty-four hours 
that the Germans are determined to 
make a stand, for the present at least, 
on the existing line of the Soissons- 
Reims salient. was indicated yes- 
terday when, following the defeat of 
the guard troops by the Americans 
north of the Ourcq on Sunday, fresh 
shock troops were thrown 1 
men. 

In spite of the opposition we pushed 
our lines forward in the bitterest sort 
of fighting to the north of Sergy and 
to the edge of the Nesle wood. At 
the latter place our troops found 
barbed wire entanglements and 
trenches freshly dug, which showed 
the Germans intended to make some 
nore of a halt there. : 


Change in Boche Plans. 


‘This indicates a change in the Boche 
plan, which was believed to be to fall 
back to the Vesle river. It is not yet 
easy to say whether the determined 
stand against the Americans north of 
the Ourcq was intended only to delay 
the retirement or to attempt to fix a 
permanent line. The next ad days 
. will tell. 
The change from near . war- 
fare, where the German machine gun 
nests had the attackers at a disadvan- 
tage, to a warfare of attack and coun- 
ter attack has given the Americans a 
new opportunity to inflict heavy losges 
-on the crack German troops. Part of 
one American division met the Fourth 
Imperial.

Last night seven Germans brought 
in were members of the Fifth foot 
guards regiment, a part of the Fourth 
Prussian guard division. They said 
their company, 150 strong, was thrown 
into the fight the day before.

The seven said 
they were all that were left of the 

company of 150. They were captured 
in hand to hand fighting after their 
ammunition was exhausted. 

The fifth guard grenadiers regiment 
and the Ninety-third reserve regiment, 

also a part of the Fourth Prussian 
guard division, suffered heavily like- 
wise. This is the foremost of all Ger- 
man divisions. Its mission this time, 
according to orders taken from Ger- 
man bodies, was to drive the Ameri- 
ans back into the Ourcq. They failed 
tor the first time during the war. 
he Americans are game fighters, 
and, therefore, somehow or other, have 
‘admiration for these Prussians who 
tought so hard. Totally different from 
many Germans against whom our 
troops have been thrown in this drive, 
they did not surrender when the Amer- 
icans got close, but fought to the 


or 


death. 

In the whole two days of fighting of 
this division we took only eleven pris- 
oners. That tells the bitter story of 
itself. ‘Instead of. fighting the ma- 
chine guns until the Americans were. 
close and then fleeing, these Germans 
charged with the rifle and bayonet. . 

That kind of fighting our men like, 
and the résult was a bloody slaughter. 
It so happened that two ef the four 
companies which helped to meet the 
Prussians are composed largely of Ger- 
man-American fighters. They certain- 
ly showed no sign of love or respect 
tor the fatherland or its best military 
representatives. 

| Resort to ‘Treachery. 
The fighting yesterday was violent, 
with the Germans hurling counter at- 
’ tacks and the Americans doing like- 
wise. Often the two attacking parties 
met half way and had it out at close 
range. The Germans made use of all 
their weapons, including treachery, for 
we have proofs that they carried guns 
made up like stretchers, which enabled 
the gunners, each bearing a red cross 
on his arm, to get close to the Amer- 
icans before eutting loose . stream of 
_ bullets. 

The Germans used wae artillery 
fire and gas, and bombed our lines 
nearly all day; and daring Boche avia- 
“tors strafed. us with machine guns at 
close range. It was a strenuous day

Employ Crack Flyers. 

Perhaps the most sensational of all 
the Boche efforts in the last two days 
has been the airplane work—the most 
intensive airplane activity of the war. 

Sunday the Germans hurried scores of 
crack: fliers here, and they showed the 
ütmost daring and efficiency. The air 
yesterday was literally filled with Ger- 
man planes which knew no fear. They 
bombed us, they strafed us, and our 
observation machines were almost in- 
variably attacked when nearing the

| AMSTERDAM, July 31.—Given two 
hours in which to prepare for the end, 
Nicholas Romanoff, former Russian 
emperor, was taken out by his execu- 
tioners in a state of such collapse that 
it was necessary to prop him against 
a post, says the Lokal Anzeiger of 
Berlin, which claims to have received 
from a high Russian personage an ac- 
count of the emperor’s last hours.. 

Nicholas was awakened at 6 a. m. 
by a patrol of an officer and six men. 
He was told to dress, and then was 
taken to a room where the decision 
of the soviet council was communt- 
cated to him. 

The former emperor, it is added, re- 
ceived the announcement of the sen- 
tence of death within two hours with 
great calmness. He returned to his 
bedroom and collapsed in a chair. 
After a few minutes he asked for Fe 
priest, with whom he was allo 
remain unattended. Subsequently 8 
wrote several letters. 

When the escort arrived to take nim 
to the place of execution Nicholas 
attempted to rise from his chair, but 
was not able. The condemned man de- 
scended the stairs with difficulty, and 
once he fell down. As he was — 
to stand without support when the 
place of execution was reached, he 
was propped against a post.

Albert Johnson's. Ances- 
y of Low Mentality 
and nnn. 
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sentenced to be hanged is to be used 
for the first time in Illinois in an ef. 
fort to obtain executive clemency. 

Friends of Albert Johnson, convicted 
slayer of Policeman Martin Corcoran 
sentenced to be hanged on May 4 last, 
but ted a reprieve by Gov. Low- 
den, are depending upon Dr. W. J. 
Hickson, head of the psychopathic 
laboratory of the Chicago Municipal. 
court, to save the young man from 
the gallows. 

Dr. Hickson today will forward to 
the governor his findings in a detailed 
study of Johnson and his relatives as 
a plea to save Johnson's life. Dr. 
Hickson summarizes a four page re- 
port in these words: 

“We, therefore, feel that Albert 
cannot be held to the same account- 
ability as one not so afflicted, and, 
while we are opposed to seeing him 
and others like him at large, we nev- 
ertheless feel that justice cannot help 
but suffer both for the present and fu- 
ture by thg execution of an unfortu- 
nate with such a heredity and mental 
makeup.” 


Father in Asylum at 78. 

Dr. Hickson’s story of the Johnsen 
family is a sordid mess of defective 
mentality and criminality that contam- 
inated all its members by blood and 
marriage. 

The family history, which forms the 
first chaptenof the report, shows that | 
Albert's father was an illiterate laborer 
of low mentality of an extremely brutal 
type who now, at the age of 78, is con- 
fined in one of the state asylums for 
the insane. .He was a chronic alco- 
holic and abusive to his famfly, which 
was supported chiefly by the mother, 
also of defective mentality. Her moth- 
er had been married twice, her first 
husband dying of an accident and her 
second living to murder her. 

Albert’s History Sordid. 

Albert's history indicates he was 
criminally inclined his entire life. He 
attended school until he was 17 years 


old and reached the seventh grade, 


although a frequent truant. He sold 
papers, peddled merchandise, and was 
employed in a factory. His work was 
never satisfactory. His first court ex- 
perience came in the Juvenile court. 
Since then he has been arrested for lar- 
ceny a number of times and stood trial 
twice for murder. His first conviction 
for Stealing sent him to the house of 
correction for a year.

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BRITTEN REPLIES 
TO CRITICS OF 
HIS WAR POLICY 


Washington, D. C., July 31.—[Spe- 
cial.]—Representative Britten, who left 
for Chicago today, has sent his con- 
stituents a letter answering recent at- 
tacks upon his attitude toward the war. 
The letter follow: 

“You of course have observed the 
scandalous attacks which are being 
made against me by a small group of 
rich men, intent upon buying my de- 
feat by playing with the patriotism of 
others. 

“TI hope you will not be deceived by 
their bandwagons and reckless use of 


my father fought for under Lincoln 
and Grant has continuously been my 
guiding spirit in congress. 

“It is true that I voted against war. 
I had hoped that our awful unprepar- 
edness and the president’s diplomacy, 
which had for three long years kept us 
out of war, might continue until the 
dawn of peace on the other side. 

“It is true that I tried to exempt 
those having warm blood ties in enemy 
countries from ‘combatant service 
abroad. This thought is in line with 
some of the highest military authority 
and applied only to those who request- 
ed other military service where they 
could be of greatest value to their gov- 
ernment. The president's order of 
March 20 this year is along this line. 
“If a man’s still fresh blood ties 
might impair his fighting value as a 
soldier he should be selected for the 
service best suited to his education and 
training in everyday life. This means 
increased efficiency.
